The relatively 
peaceful year was abruptly interrupted on 
March 18, when the General Assembly 
voted to freeze S.A. funding of the news- 
paper as a result of the SMC Student Pub- 
lishing Association’s 3-1 vote to solicit sug- 
gestions for a new name for the paper. 

At the end of March, prospects for a quick 
solution to the problem seemed dim, but 
the paper continued to print with the adver- 
tising revenue that it had accumulated dur- 
ing the semester. 

The funds came out of the deep freeze 
after Richard Raquier’s convincing address 
to the G.A. Since then, the controversy had 
cooled down a bit. But who knows what’s 
in store for the future? 
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The St. Michael’s Fire and Rescue Unit celebrated its tenth anniversary of providing emergency services to 
the college and surrounding community. From its origin in 1969, St. Michael’s Fire Department has expanded 
into a professional organization concerned with the well being of others. 

The Fire Unit, which answered more than 150 calls this year, functions as a battalion of the Colchester 
Center Volunteer Fire Company. All members must complete a comprehensive 45 hour training course and 
participate in weekly drills held at the college. 

This year marked great advances for the Fire Unit. It purchased a new pumper, so the Sutton Fire House was 
in need of renovation. Through the hard work and invaluable help of many people, a new bay was added, 
providing additional storage space. 

The Rescue Unit, which answered more than 1,200 emergency calls this year, requires its members to 
complete an advanced first aid course and cardio-pulmonary resuscitation class. Members of the Resuce Unit 
often advance to complete a 100 — hour emergency medical technician course and become certified 
intravenous therapists. 

The Rescue Unit had a productive year, as extensive fund raising enabled it to replace the 1976 chassis with 
a 1979 chassis, retaining the rear modulance.
